days before high finance sent them be­ 
hind the bars. 
They wear the prison uniform, they 
walk lockstep in the convict march. 
they eat prison fare, they are liable to 
be hustled into the dungeon if they 
become refractory. 
But the 21 bankers are not refrac­ 
tory. 
They 
are 
model 
prisoners. 
every one of them. 
Most of the col­ 
ony have attained the honor of being 
m ade ‘ trusties' 
and 
their 
work 
is 
clerical in its nature. 
They keep the 
prison books, check 
up the 
prison 
laundry and otherw ise look after the 
records of the institution. 
One long row of cells is know n as 
“ B ankers’ How. 
It is on the second 
floor of the prison, where the deputy 
warden has his office. 
Many of the 
bankers occupy cells in th a t row. but 
the sam e rules about locking up, lights 
out, and hours of rising, prevail there 
as elsew here in tho penitentiary. 
The ex-bankers are not required to 
eat with the m echanics and other con­ 
victs who do manual labor. 
But that 
is not because of any sym pathy. 
They 
m ight get their clothes dirty sitting 
by laborers and dirty clothes would 
soil the bocks on which the bankers 
work. 
The penitentiary is a very dem o­ 


cratic place, 
but, 
nevertheless,

bankers are recognized as the “upper 
cru st” of the Inm ates.

HOW TO DYE LACE. 


M ethods That W ill 
Not Injure tho 
Most Delicate Fabrics.

To m ake a dye for laces put the 
tube paint into gasoline and stir until 
the form er is dissolved, th e n test the 
shade by dipping in a scrap of the 
sample, 
lf too dark, add m ore gaso­ 
line, but if the shade is too light put in 
gnore paint. 
Dip th e lace up and down 
in the bath with a pair of bonbon 
tongs until th e desired tin t is ob­ 
tained. 
T hen shake the lace out and 
let it dry. 
T hen press on th e wrong 
side with a w arm flatiron. 
Pull the 
lace very gently to give the new effect. 
Ribbons m ay be dyed in the sam e 
way. but should not be washed before 
dyeing w ith the oil paint, 
lf they are 
ased press by passing a dam p— 
until 
s m o o th . 
ere 
not w et— sponge over 
then dye. Feathers, such as quills and 
wings, may be dyed in the sam e wa>. 
Ostrich feathers, too. will respond to 
the sam e treatm ent, while for faded 
artificial flowers th e m ethod is ad ­ 
mirable. 
T he gasoline and oil paint solution 
m ay be described as a dry dyeing, in 
th e satin* way as cleaning with 
line is spoken of as dry cleaning 
goods not touching w ater are almost 
like new again, hence its value over 
th e w ater cleansing. 
Revery one knows that a cream tint 
may be given to lace by dipping in 
weak tea. but every one does not know 
that Ceylon tea will give a prettier, 
clearer tint th an any# other brand.

cube of sugar dissolved in the te a w ill 
give the required stiffening.

One 
on the Pacific coast covers 240 acres, 
with 32 miles of railroad which sup­ 
p l y the m atch machines with 200,000 
feet of sugar pine and

logs a day. 
For the m anufacture of th e match 
the best grade of wood is necessary. 
Sapwood, knotty or cross-grained tim ­ 
ber will not do. 
The match m anufacturers 
are 
as 
much concerned over the tim ber sup­ 
ply question as any (Alters. 
It might 
be supposed that because m atches are 
fcmall the 
m akers of 
them 
would 
utilize scraps and left-overs. 
This is 
never the case. 
The m atch m achine 
tak es the finest tim ber and w hat it re ­ 
jects goes to 
the 
by-product 
yard. 
Among the by-products turned out by 
th e large Pacific coast factory are 1,- 
000 doors and 800 sashes daily. 
As a m atter of fact, it would he im­ 
possible to carry on the m atch busi­ 
ness at all at present prices if the re­ 
jected lumber were not worked into 
som ething else. 
This country, although it has the 
m ost abundant m aterial and the finest 
m achinery in 
the 
world, does 
not 
m anufacture enough m atches to sup­ 
ply the home m arket. 
Thousands of 
dollars' worth are annually im ported ( 
from Germany, Austria, France, Swe­ 
den and other countries w here they 
are m ade by cheaper labor and poorer 
m achinery and 
usually from 
higher- 
priced wood. 
The im ports are largely 
safety m atches which can 
he 
struck 
only on th e box or other specially pre­ 
pared surface. 
Nearly every 
m anufacturing 
com­ 
pany h as m achinery 
m ade 
specially 
for its use, and covered by patents, 
and it also employs processes discov- 


Sheepskin rugs, according to an ex­ 
pert, may be w ashed at home with 
com parative ease, when one knows 
how.

Delicious Crullers. 
Crisp, home-made crullers a re dain­ 
ties alw ays in demand. To m ake thor­ 
oughly delicious ones with 
the un­ 
usual addition of nuts, allow three 
eggs, three tablespoonfuls of milk, six 
of sugar and of melted butter. 
Two 
cupfuls of flour, one saltspoonful of 
salt, one teaspoonful of baking pow­ 
der and half a cupful of English pe­ 
cans or w alnuts chopped fine. B eat 
the eggs well without separating, then 
add the milk, sugar and butter. Sift 
the flour with the salt and baking pow­ 
der and add to th e mixture. Stir in the 
nuts, turn the dough out on a flour 
pastry board and roll out to th e thick­ 
ness of three-quarters of an inch. Cut 
into shape and fry in deep sm oking 
hot fat. lf. on turning dough out on 
the board, it is not stiff enough to roll 
add Hour as may be required.

•ustomed to polite society. But now 
Ihey are shorn of all outward distln- 
CUishlng marks of respectability by 
ivhlch they were identified in the old 


days before high nuance sent them be- 
aind the bars. 
They wear the prison uniform, they 


walk lockstep in the convict march, 
they eat prison fare, they are liable to 
be hustled Into the dungeon if they 
become refractory. 
But the 81 bankers are not refrac- 


tory 
They 
are 
model 
prisoners, 


every one of them. 
Most of the col- 


onv have attained the honor of being 
made "trusties' and their work Is 
clerical In its nature. They keep the 
prison books, check . up the 
prison 


laundry and otherwise look after the 
records of the Institution. 


One long row of cells is known as 


"Bankers' Row." It is on the second 
floor of the prison, where the deputy 
warden has his office. 
Many of the 


bankers occupy cells in that row, but 
the same rules about locking up, lights 
out. and hours of rising, prevail there 
as elsewhere in the penltenUary. 


The ex-bankers are not required to 


eat with the mechanics and other con- 
victs who do manual labor. But that 
is not because ot any sympathy. They 
might get their clothes dirty sitting 
by laborers and dirty clothes would 
soil tre Iwelca on which the bankers 
work. 
The penitentiary is a very demo- 


cratic place, but, nevertheless, the 
bankers are recognized as the upper 
crust" of the inmates. Here is a list 
of the members ot the "Bankers' Col- 
ony," with the sentence of each and 
the'work he Is required to do;

HOW TO DYE LACE. 


Methods That Will Not Injur. the 


Most Delicate Fabrics. 


To make a dye for laces put the 


tube paint Into gasoline and stir until 
the former Is dissolved, then test the 
shade by dipping In ft scrap at the 
sample. If too dark, add more gaso- 
line, but If the shade Is too light put in 


|§aore paint. Dip the lace up and down 


in the bath with a pair of bonbon 
tongs until the desired tint is ob- 
tained. Then shake the lace out and 
let it dry. Then press on the wrong 
side with a warm flatiron. Pull the 
lace very gently to give the new effect. 


Ribbons may be dyed in the same 


way, but should not be washed before 
dvclng with the oil paint.

Sheepskin rugs, according to an ex- 


pert may bo washed at home with 
comparative ease, when one knows 
how. The skin or pelt side should not 
be wet at all. and to prevent this the 
I-UK is tacked around a stout barrel. 
Choose a sunny day, and with a clean 
scrubbing brush and plenty of hot 
suds in which a good washing powder 
has been dissolved scrub the rug thor- 
oughly. Afterward spray well with 
clear water, using a hose with show- 
er nozzle for this. If possible, In order 
to have a strong, penetrating stream. 
Leave the rug on the barrel to dry in 
the svm, combing it out now and again 
with a clean currycomb, to prevent 
matting of the wool. The rug should 
come out after this tieatinent beauti- 
fully white and fluffy. 


Delicious Crullers. 


Crisp home-made crullers are dain- 


ties always In demand. To make thor- 
oughly delicious ones with the un- 
usual addition of nuts, allow three 
eggs three tablespoonfnls of milk, six 
of sugar and of melted butter. Two 
cupfuls of flour, one saltspoonful of 
salt one teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der and half a cupful of English pe- 
cans or walnuts chopped flue. Beat 
the eggs well without separating, then 
add the milk, sugar and butter, blft 
the Bour with the salt and baking pow- 
der and add to the mixture Stir In the 
nuts, turn the dough out on a flour 
pastry board and roll out to the thick- 
ness of three-quarters of nn inch. Cut 
into shape and fry in deep smoking 
hot fat If, on Urntng dough out on 
the board. It is not stiff enough to roll 
add (lour as may be required.

banker, and the twenty-first member 
pf the bankers' colony In the United 
States penitentiary here. Is in poor 
health and has spent most of his time 
(n the prison hospital since his ar- 
rival. 


The advent of Tygard has called at- 


iention to the mimoer of former bank- 
ers now confined In_the prison. There 
ire £1 in all and they are rapidly br- 


' »o ruing the most numerous class in 


the prison, being exceeded now only 
oy the horse thieves and territory lid- 
titters. 


The ex-bankers are the aristocrats 


at the prison life, most o? them being 
educated men of refined tastes and ac- 
customed to polite society. But now 
Ihey are shorn of all outward distin- 
guishing marks of respectability by 
which they were identified in the old 


days before high finance sent them bo- 
hind the bars. 


They wear the prison uniform, they 


walk lockstep in the convict march, 
they eat priaon fare, they are liable to 
be hustled into the dungeon if they 
become refractory. 


But the 21 bankers are not refrac- 


tory. 
They are 
model 
prisoners, 


every one of them. 
Most of the col- 


ony have attained the honor of being 
made "trusties' and their work Is 
clerical in its nature. They keep the 
prison books, check . up the 
prison 


laundry and otherwise look after the 
records of the Institution. 


One long row of cells is known as 


"Bankers' Row." It is on the second 
floor of the prison, where the deputy 
warden has his office. 
Many of the 


bankers occupy cells in that row, but 
the same rules about locking up, lights 
out, 
and hours of rising, prevail there 


as elsewhere in the penitentiary. 


The ex-bankers are not required to 


eat with the mechanics and other con- 
victs who do manual labor. But that 
is not because of any sympathy. They 
might get their clothes dirty sitting 
by laborers and dirty clothes wnuld 
soil tt-e books on which the bankers 
work. 


The penitentiary is a 
demo- 


cratic place, but, nevertheless, the 
bankers are recognized as the "upper 
crust" of the Inmates. Here is B, list

Crisp, home-made crullers are dain-

Two 
exipfuls of flour, one saltspoonful of 
salt, one teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der and half a cupful of English pe- 
cans or walnuts chopped flue.
